‘The menied men of 
the metropolis will think this ftagnation 
of fecret fervice money, a lucky meident 
to get themfelves chofen ; will gladly of- 
fer their fervices to ahy minifter ; and by 
advancing each his own money, fupply, 
in fome depree, the want of the ufwal 
fund. But, if the men of property, in 
every county, would form themfelves into 
affociations, to oppofe every money-job- 
ber who thal! attempt to invade thei. bo- 
roughs, thefe merchant adventurers im 
politics would foon repent of their elec- 
tionecring. Loaded as the gentlemen of 
England are, with taxes, and perhaps 
exhanttecd by former ftruggles at elections, 
few of them can be fuppofed to be in fuch 
circumftancts, as ‘to engage fingly with 
an over-grown direMer, who, inftead of 
paying any thing’ to the public burthens, 
3s annually inereafing his capital, by prey- 
ing wpen the neceffities of the ftate.. But 
what no individual is equal to, on his

Accordingly, this young nabob did 
fo much as Souchfafe to giv any anfwer 
whereupon, without delay, thofe hoftili. 
ties were begun which I have already given 
the moft authentic account of, and which 
compelled the nabob to agree to the —_ 


which he took poffeffion of on the 4th of A before mentioned: But thistreaty, thoug 


June, 1756. From hence the nabob 
marched with his army direétly to Cal- 
cutta, where he committed fuch cruelties 
as bring a difgrace on humen nature, of 
which the reader has already hada full 
and melancholy account ; and having thus, 
as he thought, not only driven the Eng- 
lith out of his dominions, but rendered it 
impoffible for them to return without his 
leave, he, in the month of July following, 
releafed Mr. Watts. 

But, as thofe who had efcaped in the 
fhipping from Calcutta, as before men- 
tioned, prefently fent. to Madrafs an.ac- 
count of the difafter that had befallen 
them, and expected fpeedy affiftance from 
thence, they only-fell down towards the 
mouth of the river, where moft of them 
refolved to wait for the expected affittance ; 
and thither Mr. Watts, as well as many 
of the other prifoners, repaired, as foon 
as they were releafed from their confine- 
ment. In the beginning of December 
they received the joyful news of Admiral 
Watfon’s having arrived in Ballafore road 
with his fquadron, and a body of land- 
forces on board under the command of 
Colonel Clive. Upon this Mr. Watts and 
Mr. Becher, both of the council, were 
fent to congratulate the admiral and colo- 
nel upon theif fafe arrival, and to acquaint 
them with the fituation of the company’s 
affairs in thofe ‘parts, In about ten days 
the fleet cot as far as Fulta, where a 
general council was held, in order to con- 
eért meafures for their future proceedings, 
where it was refolved firlt to try if aay 
thing could be done by fair means; and, 


in purfuance of that refolution, both. the 


admiral anid colonel wrote, in as polite 
terms as the circumftances of affairs would 
admit, to the nabob, wherein they _pro- 

fed entering into a treaty with hun, 
though they had little or no hopes of fuc- 
cefs ; and indéed it could not well be ex- 
pected, as he was a young ian at the head

Of all this Mr. Watts gave due intelli- 
gence to admiral Watfon, colonel Clive, 
and the feleét committee of the company’s 
council, and advifed them to rejeét the 
propofed neutrality, and to attack the 
French as foon as poflible ; becaufe the 
longer it was delayed, the greater refit- 
ance they would meet with ; and becavte 
the Nabob, whatever he might threaten, 
would not venture to do any thing openly 
againft them, whilft they had fuch a fqua- 
dron and fuch a land force at their com- 
mand ; whereas, fhould they by agreeing 
to a neutrality, let flip the prefent oppor- 
tunity, it was certain that as foon as the. 
Sidadron and land forces were departed, 
both the Nabob and the French would 
find a pretence for breaking the neutra- 
lity, and would not only attack them, but 
probably treat them worfe than before. 

But the feleét committee. were fo much 
afraid of the Nabob’s taking from thence 
occafion to fufpend the execution of the 
treaty, and to renew the interruption of 
their trade, which, would make them lofe 
their expected reimburfements, and hinder 
their inveftments for another year, that:

As ta 
lord G. cowardice was not the caufe of 
his inaétion: Iam afraid it proceeded from 
a worle motive.

The G we had been defeated, there is a moral 


certainty that lord G. S. would have been 
our prefent commander in chief, if the war 
had continued fo long, which indeed [ 
think an. improbable fuppofition. All 
our German fellow foldiers allow that the 
victory was entirely owing to the amazing 
H intrepidity of a pect handful of Britons:

tears, and intreaties of men women and 
children, to rob the poor peafant of all 
his ftore of corn, hay, peat, beans, &c.

This is the manner in which we treat our 
friends, the poor Germans, for whofe pre- 
fervation we are here affembled. Indeed 
they are pretty well convinced by this time, 
that they have reafon to carfe rather than 
pray for us. Upon my foul they are vaftly 
to be pitied! and the more fo, becaufe, fo 
long as we perfiftin our ridiculous defénce 
of Hanover, there will be no end of their 
fufferings. I am not fingular in my opi-. 
nion of this matter; it is that of moft of 
our intellicent people. We may fight, 
and beat tlre F senich as often as the moft 
fanguine Englifhman may defire, yet 
nothing can more felf-evident than 
that we fhall reap no advantage froin beat- 
ing them in Germany. Their avowed 
fuperiority as to number of troops, and 
their eafy method'of recruiting, will annu- 
ally renew our difficulties. 

hat Hanover has all the rezfon in the 
world to with we liad not taken upon us 
to defend it, is beyond all contradiction. 
Notwithftanding all the horrid tales you 
en have heard of fire and fword; rapes 
and maffacres, I can aflure you that in ge- 
neral the inhabitants were ufed with great 
humanity by the French army, and that 
we ourfelves have done them infinitely 
more mifchief i eae = ee Roan.

., The army renewed. their march on the 17th, 


and advanced as far as Ober-Vorichutz.. .The 
vanguatd took poffeffion of the pafs of Felthherg + 
Major general Zaftrow of that at Nieder- 
Mellerich. The hereditary prince pofted him- 
felf in the neighbourhood of Falckenberg, and 
was beforehand with the enemy in taking pof- 
feffion of the poft of Hombourg with a party 
of his huffarss -The reigning count 
Schaumbourg-Lippe took the command of a 
great Body of the army which remained in 
the neighbourhood of Caffel, and was joined 
by the corps under general Gilfac. 

The fame day our troops entered Melfungen, 
which marthal Broglio left the preceding 
evening, in order to repair te Hirfchfeld. The 
enemy had only time to deftroy a part of the 
magazine there, and there was found remain- 
ing, a quantity of meal and forage. Ourtroops 
feiged another confiderable magazine at Ober- 
Morfchen. A courier, who was difpatched by 
Mefirs. de Stainville and de Solms, expeéting to 
find the marfhal as Melfungen, was taken by 
our huffars; and we learnt from the letters he 
carried, the defeat of the Saxon troops by M. 
de Sporeken near Langenfaltzen. 

The army paffed the Eder on the 11th at 
Feltiberg and at Nieder Mellerich, and was 
cantoned: between the Affe and the Fulda, in 
the neighbourhood of Hombourgh. The here- 
ditary prince was a day's march before them, 
towards Hirfchfeld: My lord Granby marched 
to Frittendorf, by the way of Ziegenhayn. 

The enemy having re-aflembled a Lody of 
troops near Ober Weimar, and Nieder- Weimar, 
not far. from Marbourg, lieutenant-general 
Oheim determined at firft to attack them, but 
altered his intention, on receiving an account 
of the march of a body of the enemy, under the 
command of the chevalier de Maupeou, who 
had come from Siegen; with an appearance of 
making fome attempt, by Padberg and Berleberg, 
upon Franckenberg. 


Account 0 the farther Progrefs of bis Majefly's G Onthe 16th M. d'Oheim left Wettern, to 


go to Franckenberg; and he found the enemy 
pofted near Rodenau, in order to defend the 
paflage of the Eeder, which was made difficult 
by the manthy dthere. The bridge of 
Franckenherg being broken by the fwell of the 
water, M. d’Oheim was obliged to ftop to re- 
pair it. The enemy taking advantage of thefe 


gen, which were no longer infifted on, H obftacles to withdraw themfelves in the night 


towards Hallenberg, after having deftroyed the 
bridge of Rodenau; M. d’Oheim was no fooner 
informed of that retreat, than he ordered a part 
of his cavalry to ford the river, and to occupy 


the heights on the left bank of the Eeder; and 
T2 fent 
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fent parties to Sachfenberg and Hallenberg, 
to get intelligence of the enemy. The repair 
of the bridge of Franckenberg was finifhed. 
M. 4’Oheim having learnt thé t7th, that M. 
de Maupeou was with his corps at Sachfenberg, 
after having fufficiently provided for the fecurity 
of the poft of Franckenberg, and of the heavy 
artillery, put himfelf in motion oh the 18th early 
in the morning, to march towards the enemy, 
whofe advanced guard he met with between 
Sachfenberg and Neuenkirchen. Ft was that 
inftant attacked, and routed; M. de Maupeou 
lieutenant-general, who was there in perfon, 
was taken, with a lieutenant-colonel, five offi- 
cers, and co foldiers. The enemy having fallen 
back towards Hallenberg, M d’Oheim returned 
to Franckenberg to give his troops fome reft 
there, and obferve the motions the enemy 
might make on the fide of Martourg, towards 
which fevera! of their regiments had filed off. 
Major Scheither attacked, the fame day, a de- 
tachment of the enemy near Padberg, difperfed 
it, and took 140 prifoners; amongft whom 
there were four officers. 

The army arrived the 1oth in the neighbour- 
hood of Schwartzenborn. The hereditary 
prince’s cotps poted itfelf at Ober-Geife, and 
puthed detachments on to Gitterfdorff. My 
Jord Granby went to Nuenkirchen; the ene- 
my's detachment at Ober and Neider Grentz- 
bach falling back upon Zeigenhayn. The 
patroles of the hereditary prince reported in 
the night between the roth and 2oth, that they 
faw a fire at Hirf_hfeld, which gave reafon to 
feppofe the enemy had abandoned that place, 
and had fet fire to the magazine. This fuf- 
picion was confirmed the néxt morning, and 
our troops entered Hirfchfeld, where there had 
been fifteen French battalions, which marched 
away in the night towards Fulda. Great part 
of the magazine was faved, which had confifted 
of eighty thoufand facks of meal, fifty thou- 
fand facks of oat?;'‘and a million of rations of 
hay. 
This day the army ‘marched to Haufen; the 
hereditary prince to his quarters at Neider- 
Aula. 

On the roth, news came from M. de Sporc- 
ken, (by captain de Borch, his aid de camp) 
whom he had difpatched the day after the af- 
fair of Langenzaltze, with the account of his 
“motions, fince the 8th of this month, the fub- 
ftance whereof follows. 

M. de Sporcken having divided the corps 
under him into two columns, one of which 
was commanded by count Kielmanfegge, and 
the othe by lieutenant-general Wangenheim, 
put major-géneral de Luckner at the head of a 
ftrong advariced guard, who marched the oth 
to Heiligenftadt. 

The fitft column arrived at Buren, and the 
fecond at ‘Stadthworbes. The troops halted 
the roth. M. de Luckner marched the next 
day to Kulftedt. Count Kielmanfegge to 
Helmftorff, and M. de Wangenhcim to Beber- 
ftedt.

‘Duderftadt, with threethoufand men, and fom: 
cannon of the garrifon of Gottingen. fH, 
fummoned lieutenant-colonel Rehbom, yh» 
commanded in that town three times; and, 
“upon the negative anfwers received from him, 
he caufed the gates to be battered. for three 
hours, but his attempts were fruitlefs, and he 
returned the fame night. 

M. de Luckner attacked the rath, the French 
and Swifs grenadiers who had paffed the night 
under arms, in the wood of Dorne, over-againft 
his advanced Pofls at Anerode and Buckewriede, 
He pufhed them as far as the heights of Ege- 
rieden, where they gained a thick wood, which 
count de Solms had fortified by felled trees, 
They cannonaded each other. The enemy 
received reinforcements from the quarters oa 
the Werra, and thofe of the Saxons. 

The Night comingon, M. de Sporcken could 
not affemble his men, fo as to underiake any 
thing againft the enemy; he contented himfelt 

FE with making fome changes in the difpofition 
of his quarters, and to pufh the pofts further 
on. The tkirmithes of this day coft him forty 
men in killed and wounded. The lofs of the 
‘enemy was more confiderable, and four officers 
and fifty of their men were taken. 

M. de Sporeken put his troops in order of 
battle the 13th, at feven o'clock in the morn- 

F ing, upon the height called Eifberg; but hav ng 
found the enemy reinforced; that they had 
occupied all the woods where the horfe could 
not aét; and that the ‘troops of his Pruffian 
‘majefty were at the diftance of three marches, 
he refolved to pafs the Unftrut at Silberhauiea 
and Hortfmar, to draw near them by a forceé 
march. ;

Onthe rsth, at feven in the morning, all 
the troops came to the river Side in order to pafs 
it, but the thaw had increafed the Waters to 
fych a degree in twice 24 hours, that there was 
an inundation from Muhlhaufen almoft to 
Langenfaltze. 

The Pruffian cavalry got through the paflage 
of Merckleben, while their cannon was bat- 
tering the town of Langenfaltze. Eight fqua- 
drons of M. de Sporcken’s firft line pafied at 
Thomasbruck with a brigade of Chaffeurs, and 
a fquadron of Luckner’s, whofe whole corps 
could not pafs, the waters continuing out all 
the Day. In the mean time the Proffian 
cavelry fell upom the enemy, who were going 
out of Langenfaltze; and M. de Sporcken's 
corps did fo likewife upon the troops which 
were coming down the hillsto their affiftance. 

M. de Sporcken computes the enemy’s lofs 
that day at 5000 men, at the fame time that 
his own fcarcely exceeds 100. Lieutenant 
genetal Hodenberg was wounded and taken 
prifoner. 

The Pruffians took three battalions, and fe- 
ven pieces of cannon; and M, de Sporcken’s 
troops took two battalions and fix pieces of 
cannon, 

During the aétion, the infantry of M. de 
Sporcken’s firft line paffed the Unftrut at 
Thomasbruck; but the troops being greatly 
fatigued, M. de Sibourg cantoned his corps at 

Langenfaltze, and general Sporcken’s re-en- 
tered his former quarters on the left of the 
Unitrut, except M. de Luckner’s body, which 
remained at Mulverftedt and Schonftedt. 

On the 16th, the firft line, under the com- 
mand of general Sporcken, paffed the Unftrut 
again at Bolitedt, and advanced cantoning as 
far as Gros Gultern and Opperfhaufen. The 
fecond Line paffed the Unftrut at the fame 
place, and cantoned at Mublhaufen ; where ftill 
§3 of the enemy’s fick were found, and made 
prifoners of War. 7 

On the 17th major general Luckner, with 
his corps, compofed the van-guard, and march- 
td to Eifenach, which he attacked, and forced 
the enemy, who was (till there under the com- 
mand of the generals Stainville and Solmes, to 
retire to Vacha. About 4o prifoners were 
taken there, and two Saxon officers. The

On the 20th Luckner’s corps halted. The 
firft line of Sporcken's corps marched to He- 
ringen and Kiefelbach, and the fecond to 
Vehren-Bveitenbach and Freuenfee. The 
Pruffian troops marched this day to’ Gotha, to 
obferve the army of the Circles, which was re- 
affembled at Arnftedt. 

On the 21ft Luckner’s corps marched to 
Manfbach, and pafled the Werra at Vacha. 
The firft line marched to Freidenfwald, Ha- 
melfhaufen, and Lengers, paffing the Werra at 
Vacha and Lengers. The fecond marched to 
Heringen and Vacha, Many deferters came 


in from Stainville’s corps, which made its retreat 
by Mainfbach to Fulda.

N the a3d we marched to this town. 
Eight battalions, under the command 
of major general Scheele, were detached from 
general Sporcken’s corps, to reinforce the count 
of Buckeburg, and will arrive this day at 
Fritzlar. We are in hourly expetation of 
hearing, that the trenches are opened before 
Caffel, where there are feventeen battalions, 
and the volunteers of St. Viétor, under the 

command of the count of Broglio. 
When we arrived here, lord Granby, with 


the Britifh guards, and Elliot's regiment, was 


blockading Ziegenhayn, where M. de Luch- 
mantel commands a garrifon, faid to confift 
of feven hundred men. Lieutenant-general 
Oheim, who is under lord Granby's orders, 
is advanced to Kirchain. 

Yefterday his lordfhip was relieved by majar 
general Schluter, of the Heffian artillery, who 
is charged with the blockade of Ziegenhayn, 
and lord Granby marched to Kirchain. In 
the caftle of Amanebrug, which is within 
cannon fhot of it, a party of two officers and 
fifty men, belonging to the Irith brigade, were 
made prifoners. 

Our huffars pufhed yefterday to Homburg, 
where there was a detachment of the enemy, 


* who retired on feeing them; and the officer 


writes, that all accounts agree in faying, that

ladder, whilft the executioner was tying the 
cord, and then went up very brifkly, took off 
his neckcloth, unbuttoned his collar as well as 
his waiftcoat, put the rope about his neck, bege 
ged feveral times that the fpectators would hang 
upon him immediately, and telling the execu- 
tioner ‘that he would give a fignal for turning 
the ladder, inftantly dropped a white handker- 
chief, but without waiting a moment, threw 
himfelf off. He hung upwards of an hour, 
when a large body of bargemen attended, and, 
the inftant he was cut down, triumphantly 
carried him off to St. Thomas's parith, dug a 
grave, and, after cutting his body open, filled it 
with quick lime, and then buried it; as they, 
faid, they were determined he fhould not be dif- 
fected.

O what we have before given from the 
London Gazette, * we fhall from the 
fame authority add as follows : 

Hague, March 13. No ‘letters have been 
received here from prince Ferdinand’s quarters 
fince the 4th ; but we have an account from 
thof parts, that the allied army continued 
cantoned in two lines, with the right to the 
Lahne, and the left extending towards Fulda ;

AFFAIRS: 


We have received by them, a confirmation of 
the news of the fally that was made on the 7th 
inftant by the garrifon at Caffel; in which 
the French took poffeffion of the trenches, 
and carried off four mortars, and nailed up one 
piece of cannon, and deftroyed the works of 
the grand battery. But count La Lippe, at 
the head of the Heffian guards, and Wangen- 
heim’s grenadiers, drove them back into the 
town. 

Our laft accounts from the French army of 
the t2th inftant mention, that marfhal Broglio 
had moved his head-quarters from Bergen to 
Friedberg; and that the greateft partof the 
reinforcements expected by him from the Lower 
Rhine, were arrived upon the Meyn. 

By letters of the 11th from Leipzig, every 
thing was quiet in thofe parts. The king of 
Pruflia, it was expected, would foon vifit the 
pofts of Chemnitz and Freyberg, and after- 
wards fix his quarters at Meifien. General 
Sibourg, with the corps under his command, 
was returned to his quarters of cantonment. 

Prince Ferdinand’s head quarters at Sch- 
weinberg, March 15. Our army keeps its 
former pofition (with very little alteration in 
the cantonment of the troops) between the 
rivers Schwalme and Ohm. The hereditary 
prince having executed the dwferent fervices 
on which he had been employed, has drawn 
nearer the army, and fent fome part of his 
corps to Laubach. 

My lord Granby, on the trth inftant, re- 
moved his qusrters into the neighbourhood of 
Lohr, having left at Marpurg the regiments 
that had taken poffeffion of the town. And 
the corps under general Hardenberg arrived on 
the 14th at Kirchain. 

We hear that marfhal Broglio, having been 
joined by his reinforcements from the Lower 
Rhine, moved . forward on the roth; and at 
prefent occupies, with his vanguard, Geiflen, 
and the country about it. His own quarters 
were the day before yefterday at Friedberg, 
and he was expected yefterday at Butzbach. 

As the armies in all other parts of Europe 
are ftill quiet in their winter quarters, thefe 
are all the accounts of any importance that 
have arrived fince our laft: except the fol- 
lowing article from Leghoru. 

Leghorn, Feb. 18. By letters from Cor- 
fica we learn, that the malecontents have lately 
made themfelves mafters of feveral forts, and 
bid fair to drive the Genoefe out of their 

ifland.
